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France Gives Us Warning 


Our political omelette is best made 
with two eggs. France, Henry Wallace’s 
party and the Dixiecrats offer an illus- 
tration in how not to make a political 
omelette with more eggs. 

Henry Wallace’s third party and the 
Dixiecrat Fourth Party both are legal 
parties, because in this country any party 
can be set up. 

But it will be a sad day for this coun- 
try, and will point toward a dangerous 
future, if third and fourth parties ever 
attain strength. 

It is up to the two major parties to so 
change, and modify—as they have—to 
contain the great majority of our people, 
leaving an unaffiliated independent vote 
as a sort of balance of power. 

France today happens to offer an ex- 
cellent illustration. There is no govern- 
ment in France at this writing. Efforts 
to form one have failed. Great damage 
has been done to the country. The people 
are afraid. 

Why can’t France form a government? 
It is because the middle-ground parties 
are deeply divided and will not join with 
either the parties of the left or right to 
form a stable government. 

There are many parties. There are the 
Communists, the Socialists, Radical So- 


cialists, Republican Party of Liberty, the 
Catholic MRP and the DeGaullists. There 
are other, smaller parties. The core of the 
matter is that no government can be 
formed until the Radical Socialists (not 
as radical as the plain Socialist party de- 
spite the name) and the Catholic MRP 
party agree. Presently both are furious 
one with the other. Their combined vote 
is no more than a third of the Chamber 
ef Deputies. They are minor parties. 

But, when a number of minor parties 
camnot agree, thén government is frus- 
trated and its power destroyed. 


In France, General DeGaulle is sure to 
come to power this Fall. It will be a gov- 
ernment restrictive of the democratic 
processes simply because the French dem- 
ocratic form is weakened by too many 
parties. 


There are no signs our two major par- 
ties—for all their admitted faults—are 
lacking in vitality. They are flexible 
enough both to produce change and to 
adapt change. 


Let .the American people think well 
before they give serious ear to the siren 
songs of the third, the fourth and the 
fifth and sixth parties who offer to save 
us but who can only end by destroying us. 


A Negro Newspaper Condemns Mr. Sprigle 


It will come as a surprise to many who 
do not realize that all Negroes are not 
easily misled, but the biased and inflam- 
matory articles written by one Ray 
Sprigle, a reporter for The Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette who travelled through the 
South disguised as a Negro, are coming 
in for censure from a number of Negro 
leaders. 


Many Negroes are possessed of a per- , 


spective and insight into their problems 
which makes them realize that sensation- 
alism on either side offers no solution. 
They do not hesitate to speak up when 
short-sighted publicity-seekers such as 
Sprigle engage in white-baiting. 

The Atlanta Daily World, for instance, 
reviews the Sprigle series in a pertinent 
editorial, “No Help to Our Cause,” which 
declares: 

“The newspaper series appearing un- 
der the byline of Ray Sprigle and syn- 
dicated in a number of papers, mostly 
Republican, have generated more heat 
than light. Mr. Sprigle, an acknowledged 
and widely known writer, disguised him- 
self and lived as a Negro in the South for 
30 days, ostensibly to learn first hand how 
it feels to be a Negro in a segregated 
society. ... In utter frankness, we see 
nothing uncovered in Mr. Sprigle’s series 
which all Americans, certainly white and 
colored Southerners, did not already 
know. In a broad sense it would be fair 


to say that the series not only do not 
present any new angle or thought on the 


‘ race problem in the South, but will give 


flesh and substance to the cause of 
Dixiecrats, who are seeking~ by every 
means, both honorable and discredited, 
to set back the cause of mutual advance- 
ment between the races. Moreover, we 
believe Mr. Sprigle is guilty of the com- 
mon blunder of a great number of other 
Northern whites. A white man who is 
sincerely interested in promoting the ad- 
vancement of the Negro in the South 
need not make any apology for being 
white. There are hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of Southern white liberals who 
make no pretense of being friendly to 
the cause of the Negro. They are making 
a great and lasting tontribution to this 
cause. And never once have we heard 
of them having to change their racial 
identity in order to accomplish their de. 
sired ends. They work in season and out 
of season to achieve harmony, and not 
just 30:days under disguise.” 


Incidentally, the same week the Daily 
World’s editorial on Sprigle appeared, 
similar sentiments against another ex- 
tremist were expressed by several Ne- 
groes who picketed a Third-Party rally 
in Birmingham, carrying signs:

W. Bedell Smith and his French and British col- 
leagues have ’already failed once to extract a 
settlement from Generalissimo Stalin and For- 
eign Minister Molotov. After the farce that has 
been plaved in Berlin, there is no reason to sup- 
pose that their second attempt will be more suc- 
cessful. And thus the appalling danger of the 
Berlin situation will probably not be removed by 
agreement; and the danger is accordingly likely 
to grow progressively more acute. 


In short, the hopes of the Western policy- 
makers, once raised so high, have again 
crashed to the ground. It is instructive to 
examine in detail how this has happened. 
To begin at the beginning, the man whe 
raised the hopes so high tn the first instance 
was Generalissimo Stalin himself. 

The last meeting between Stalin and the West- 
ern, ambassadors occurred in an atmosphere of 
unalloyed gloom, after weeks of fruitless bick- 
ering. At this meeting, to the surprise and relief 
of Ambassedor Smith and his colleagues, Stalin 
asserted that the currency and other problems 
involved in the Berlin crisis were largely tech- 
nical, and as technical problems should be solved 
on the working level. He proposed, therefore, 
that Marshal Sokolovsky, General Clay and the 
French and British commanders in Germany 
should be instructed to negotiate an agreement. 
And he promised to instruct Sokolovsky to carry 
on the negotiations in a business-like manner. 

Stalin’s proposal was accepted in good faith. 
Stalin was not present at the final Moscow meet- 
ing, at which Molotov and Andrei Vyshinsky 
showed very little enthusiasm for the Stalin 
formula. But aside from being more than ordi- 
narily disagreeable, Molotov and Vyshinsky ap- 
peared to be ready to go along. Accordingly in- 
structions to the Russian, American, British and 
French zonal commanders in Germany were dis- 
patched forthwith. This was the high water mark 
of hopes in Washington, London and Paris.

An exclusive Russian veto on all questions 
concerning the Berlin currency was only one of 
Sokolovsky’s demands. The net of his minimum 
proposals was that the Soviets should gafn total 
economic and political power in Berlin, in ex- 
change for lifting their illegai blockade of the city. 


And while this shameless fareé was being 
enacted at the Kommandatura, the Berlin 
Communists, under Sokolovsky’s orders, be- 
gan their attempt to seize Berlin by direct 
action. This attempt culminated in the forcl- 
ble capture of the City Hall. Concurrently, 
Sokolevsky’s farce negotiations have also cul- 
minated in the announcement that the Rus- 
sians would hold mass air maneuvers over 
Berlin, with the obvious purpose of stopping 
the Anglo-American air lift, which is sup- 
plying the beleaguered city. It can be un- 
derstood why the President and the National 
Security Council concluded Tuesday that lit- 
tle more time need be wasted in exploring 
the worthlessness of Stalin’s promise in 
Moscow. 

The purpose of the renewed negotiations in 
Moscow is mainly to complete the record, so that 
no one ean charge the Western powers have not 
made efforts to settle the Berlin crisis by diplo- 
matic means. Two questions remain. First, why 
was Stalin’s promise broken? He gave clear evi- 
dence of wanting a Berlin settlement, referring 
repeatedly to the urgent need to lift the Western 
powers’ economic counter-blockade of the Rus- 
sian zone of Germany. Probably the activists in 
the Kremlin got to him after the meeting and 
persuaded him to break@his promise, as happened 
after Yalta. 

Secund, what comes next? The question will 
be referred to the United Nations General As- 
sembly, if there is no agreement in Moscow or 
Berlin. But the Assembly is unlikely to find a 
solution either. That will only come with some 
decisive action, which will convince the Kremlin 
that tne Western powers are not bluffing.

The Ku Klux, Klan burned a few crosses, in profane desecration 
of the Christian symbol, and at two polling places delays prevented 
all the Negro voters from casting their votes. But, by and large, 
there’was no intimidation or interference. In Atlanta, for example, 


there was not the slightest interference, and yet only about half | 


the Negro registration went to the polls. 


Again, the inescapable conclusion is that not even the Negroes 
felt there was any compelling reason to accept the Thompson 
leadership. 

Meanwhile, the course of tne victorious Talmadge administration 
will be watched nationally, as well as locally. It is a fact, some- 
what ironic, that the Talmadge platform promises the Negro more 
than ever promised before in Georgia, within the framework of 
separation. If the Talmadge administration should do a vigorous 
job in behalf of Negro education, health, and welfare—all promised 
in the Talmadge ;latform, it’is not inconceivable that 1950 would 
find at least some Negro support of the Talmadge organization.

Food Good at 48 


It is my desire to refute the criticism of the 
food and its preparation at Hospital 48, such as 
was made in a letter by an unnamed patient to 
The Atlanta Constitution under recent date. 

It is admitted that Congress intends for hos- 
pitalized veterans to have everything they need, 
and the appropriation is ample for well-prepared 
food of whatevér kind the doctor orders. We get 
all that at 48 Hospital and, therefore, I do take 
issue with this patient’s letter. 

I, too, am a patient here and have been for 
the last three years, and my statement is made 
from much observation and my own experience. 
Previous to my admission, the combination at 
home of a meager food budget, high prices and 
-wartime shortages had necessitated for us there 
a diet that consisted all too often of cornbread, 
fatback and blackeyed peas. Consequently, I 
found the food here delicious, and for a while 
sent back to the kitchen only empty dishes. How- 
ever, a person can eat only so much, and even-

Georgia Farm 
Values Go to 
All-Time High 


WASHINGTON, Sept. ~ - 
Alabama and Georgia farm land 
values are at an all-time high, the 
Agriculture Department reports. 

Prices in Georgia .were 142 per. 
cent higher July 1 than the aver- 
age for the 1935-39 period, and 
Alabama values were up 123 per- 
cent, the Department says in a 
nationwide survey. 

The average national increase is 
109 percent over the 1935-39 prices. 

Although the farm real estate 
market normally is inactive in the 
March-June period, the Depart 
ment reports that rural land prices 
increased throughout the four 
‘months ended July 1. 

Prices July 1 were two percent 
above March and seven percent 
above July 1, 1947, although a 10 
percent increase was registered for 
the year ending on that date. 

“The continued strength in farm 
real estate prices and in the de- 
mand for farm land is largely the 
result of the strong demand for 
agricultural commodities and fur- 
ther increases in farm income,” 
the Department said.
